Our 
duck lionseb are built .single wall 4 
feet high In front, 7 feet In back, with 
tar paper roof. 
Windows are In the 


roof, to correspond with pens Inside. 
We mate 20 ducks to a pen 10x10— 
lf> females, 4 males. 
From June to 


October our ducks sleep out of doors, 
rain or shine. 
Of course they must 


have shade In hot 
weather. 
Our 


ducUllugH are lt«iit In brooders till 3 
weeks of age In a special duck brouder 
house, with window every 4 ,,fuet on 
Bide. 
Ducks for market are Hold at 


10 weeks old; thote kept for breeders 
arc not turned out trom the brooder 
house for the take of water until 16 
weeks old. They must then have 
shade and a light protection from the 
heavy rains. A duck brooder bouse 
should be built wurm, while a house 
for brcculng ducks need not be so, as 
a duc-;i has a very heavy covering of 
feathers. The tnuln thing Is that they 
have Htraw to keep tliele fe«t warm. 
During thu laying season our (hicks 
are not let out of houses until 8 a, in ; 
by this time all aro through laying.— 
Clement & Fllio, Lake County, Illi- 
nois.

In his application for papers 
patent ha claims his butterlue Is to 
consist of 3u per cent fresh eggs, 
20 per cent tallow, and 60 par cant 
lard. The tallow and the lard are to 
bk melted ind thus mixed. Tlio oggs 
are to bo beaten for fifteen minutes 
and then mixed wltb the other ingre- 
dients, after which the mixture U to 
be boiled from' 15 minutes to half an 
hour, when it Is cooled off and worked. 
How thu eggs will ault the consumers 
of oleo la yet to be found out.

THECONGREGATIONAL MINISTER 


GIVES ABLE ADDRESS 


AF

Takes as His Topic the Title "Curi. 


osity,".ind Builds His Ad- 


dress from That. 


The Keferend R. C. Donlson, or the 


Congregational church took "Curios- 
ity" tor thu subject of his sermon at 
the Sunday evening service. 
Curios- 


ity In man's life, and his text was 
Irom the nineteenth chapter of the 
Gospel of St. Luke. 
Tho speaker 


first showed that tlio word curiosity 
is associated with much that Is dis- 
agreeable. 
A curious person Is ot- 


ten thought a prying one and prying 
Is not tliought a virtue. 
A person 


may bo curious In a way that Is not 
helpful, when he prys. for Instance, 
In a gossiping way Into the affairs 
of others, and this was shown not to 
be the best or original meaning ol 
the word. 


It was further shown that tho dif- 


ferent degrees of Intelligence between 
a human being aim animals of a low- 
er order wero exhibited 
by 
the 


amount of curiosity 
shown. 
.Mr. 


Dcnlson, in Illustrating this 
fact, 


spoke o£ a baby's eyes, how 
they 


were a sign of Intelligence and vast 
power. The wonder that la expressed 
in them is tho sign of Intelligence. 
Then the child begins to ask ques- 
tions, show curiosity, that Is the evi- 
dence of tho human soul In the child. 
Then the preacher mentioned how 
the. millions of people in the old 
world were content with things as 
they were, but how It was the cur- 
.ions man who wondered what was 
beyond the horizon, and who, in try- 
Ing to flnd out, discovered America, 
and gave us a new continent. 
Then 


of tho millions of men who have 
setm steam rising from tho tea-ket- 
tle and never thought of thu cause 
and how It was the curious man who 
discovered the value of the vapor 
and -what It could be made to do. 
The pastor told how It was the cur- 
ious man who had discovered how) 
ice could bo used as a means of pro-' 
serving and keeping fresh articles or 
food. 
How, In fact, all the discov- 


eries that help towards making lite 
comfortable wero found out by peo- 
ple who were curious, and not always 
content with things as they were. Mr. 
Denlson related that at one time a

known as 


Major Pqnd. 


Major Pond was born at Culm, N. 


Y., In 1838, and his parents, -who wero 
extremely poor, moved to Wisconsin 
when he was quite young. 
He work- 


ed about the homo place until ho was 
13 years old, when he says his father 
thrashed him "for telling a Ho which 
was not a He," and he ran away to 
Fond ilu Lac, which Impressed him 
as a grand city, because boys of his 
own age there wore shoes every day 
and there were board sidewalks. 


His first Job was as devil in tho 


office of the Fountain City Herald, 
at a salary of $25 a year and his keep. 
From Fond dn Lac he went to Osn- 
kosh, Madison, Janesvllle, and finally 
drllted to Kansas, where ho became 
one of the publishers of the Herp.ld 
of Freedom. 
Then he enlisted and 


served through the John Brown war, 
and later the civil war, rising In rank 
to major. 


After a stay in St. Louis ho drifted 


to Salt Lake City and went to work 
on the Tribune there. 
While there 


Ann Eliza Young, 
the 
nineteenth 


wife of Brlglmm Young, was convert- 
ed by a Methodist minister, and it 
was decided to send her to Wasnlng- 
ton to plead the cause of tho Gentiles 
of Utah. 


Mr. Pond became Interested In the 


arrangement of the trip and finally 
took charge of It. 
On the way to 


Washington he arranged several prof- 
itable lectures for Mrs. Young, and 
thus began his career as a manager. 
He never forgot his newspaper train- 
ing, and was one of the most skillful 
advertisers in the business. 
In tho 


course of time he bought out the Rid- 
path Lyceum bureau in Boston and 
went Into the managing business In 
earnest. 
From that time on his ca- 


reer was a success, although he did 
undertake several 
ventures 
which 


were not entlr.ely profitable. 


Maj. Pond, In his day managed tho 


lecture tours of nearly all the noted 
public speakers and scores of con- 
cert singers and perlormwa.

standing the motives underlying the 
passage of the Iniquitous laws.

years ago, as speaker of the- bouse of 
representatives In Alabama, he was 
Instrumental In defeating a bill which 
was n counterpart oi the present law. 
lie believed then that It was uncon- 
stitutional, and ""rlmps he believed 
also that the purpose of It was to re- 
establish slavery in the guise of peon- 
age. On a later occasion, when a sim- 
ilar bill became the principal Issue 
of a gubernatorial candidate, Judsu 
Jones took the stump against it and 
was nominated for governor. 
Again 


was Its enactment Into law prevented. 


Hut the advocates of the measure 


were persistent and In time were suc- 
cessful In

among the revised statutes of Ala- 
bama. 
Since that happened Alabama 


has been cursed by a form of slavery 
more repugnant in must of Its aspects 
than the shivery which was abolished 
by the emancipation proclamation of 
President Lincoln. 


Expect Legislature to Act. 


The law-abiding citizens of the State 


recognize 
that Judge 
Jones 
has 


rendered Alabama a conspicuous serv- 
ice In pointing -in the constitutional 
defects of the la.vs under which peon- 
age has been practiced ami are prepar- 
ing to make his wo-ds the slogan of a 
campaign for the'- repeal. The legis- 
lature will moot In September. It will 
be urged to pass a repealer wltiiout 
loss of time and also to enact laws 
which will bring within the Jurisdic- 
tion of thu State courts of Alabama

Situation Is Serious.

voluntary servitude. Neither Is there 
any doubt that they are amenable, to 
the federal law and liable to Immedi- 
ate arrest and conviction.

the federal authorities Hie extent to 
which Hie peonage statute has been 
violated. Kvery planter and employer 
who has taken advantage of the State 
lows Is awaru of this fact and fearful 
that, under Judge Jon'es' Interpreta- 
tion of those acts, he may bo called to 
account. 


Many May Be Indicted. 


Certainly the grand jury, which Is 


still In session in Montgomery and 
may not adjourn until September, has 
been given the widest possible latl- 
tudo l( dealing with offenders. With 
such assistance from Chief Wllkle's se- 
cret service ns that olllclal Is capable 
of rendering, the Jury can Indict hun- 
dreds and perhaps thousands of farm 
owners who believed that they wera 
protected by thu 
laws of Alabama. 


Prompt repeal of the statutes would 
force abrogation of all existing con- 
tracts, free the peons ar.il perhaps 
limit the future efforts of the federal 
authorities to the detection of barbar- 
ous slave drivers of the type already 
under Indictment.

Care of Milk and Cream. 


From Farmers' Review: I beg the 


privilege of saying a few words re 
gardlng what H. It. Wright said In 
the Ituvlew of March 4th, 1803, page 
1C4, ou "Care of Milk and Creuui." I 
would suggest that before setting the 
milk In tanks of cold water or as soon 
as possible after drawn from cow, 
that It be run over a good cooler and 
aerator, which Is a machine having 
cold water circulating through It, as 
the milk runs down over the outside, 
which allows the gases and bad odors 
that may have boon taken up by tho 
milk while being drawn from the cow, 
pass off, as the told water has a tund 
ency to drive It out of the milk. If 
the aeration Is done In a place where 
the air Is pure, the milk will be In 
almost the same Identical condition It 
Is as It leaves the udder of the cow, 
only it will bu cold Instead of warm. 
It Is necessary to use water that Is 
at least 50 to 55 degrees Fahrenheit, 
and the cooler should be such that It 
will reduce thu milk within a degruo 
or two of the water tempHrature. as 
thcru are different makes of coolers 
and all won't do it by Just running tho 
milk over It once; but there aro sotnn 
that will. 
As long as the milk re- 


mains below <!0 degrees, the gurmn 
that destroy or sour tho [milk can't 
work or multiply; but nnove 70 de- 
crees they Increase very fast, and milk 
Is often several points spoiled before 
It readies tho creamery and can't be 
detected by the smull or taste, and It 
Is taken In as sweet milk wlmn It Is 
not, and thus the keeping qualities of 
the butter, cheese, cream or whatever 
product Is turned out by the factory, Is 
Injured.—J. S. Kayl. Marlon County,

Ins ihe question: "Does feeding ensi- 
lage cause abortion In cows?" from 
my experience 
nnd 
observation I 


should certainly say It does not. Th« 
dairy "enl nt the University of Illinois 
has boon fed ensilage for the past ten 
years with no bad results. I consider 
n reasonable amount. 30 to 40 pounds, 
of good ensilage one of the best feeds 
for dairy cows and know of no better 
feed to keep cows In good healthy 
condition. Many of our best dairymen 
feed as much as 40 pounds of ensilage 
for seven months In the year and also 
use It when pastures are short during 
summer with entire satisfaction. To 
obtain uniformly good results the corn 
must be nut at the right stage. Just 
when commencing to 
glaze, and It 


must be put Into n good tight silo In 
the proper mannnr. If these things 
are done but n very small amount will 
spoil. 
If sound ensilage Is fed In the 


proper amount and bad results follow 
1 should look for their cause In some- 
thing besides ensilage.—W. J. Fraser, 
Profespor of Dairy Husbandry, Uni- 
versity of Illinois.
